Lloyd Henderson Outlines 
Aims of Society: Phil 
Vineberg Is Judge 



"Canada is justified in enter- 
ing into the present w ar," it was 
resolved in the first debate of 
the Art? Debating Soeicty ye.*- 
terdaj' afternoon, when Fr.tnk 
Carey sii.i .\ 1.. ("ii-ii'fitli, up- 
holding the aftirin.itivc. del'r;ttod 
the negative team of Ross Clark- 
son and Martin Goldhrrp. 

The debate was opencvi by Frank 
Carey, who said that the «av i.>. 
being fought to smash Hitlerian 
and prcser^'c democracj-. "Canada, 
s democratic nation, has a responsi- 
bility in this," he continued. '•.\lso. 
she is * frrowins nation and a part 
of the British Empire, and if she 
wishes to keep the economic ad- 
vantages she gains from this fact, 
she must follow England into the 
war." 

War Results iti Canada. 

The social, economic and political 
rum that face Canada as a result of 
the war were then described by 
Martin Goldberg, the first speaker 
for the negative. "'She is ruining 
her best men. her political unity is 
at s-^ke. and her poorer classes face 
s terrible burden. Moreover, Can- 
ada can help England by prond- 
ing supplies, for this war depends 
more on economic than military 
strength." 

Canada's duty ;c> the Empire and 
to Christianity were then stressed 
by A. L. Griffith, second speaker 
of the affirmative. "England has 
always helped us," he said, "and we 
should do all we can to pay her 
back. As a Christian na*uon, we 
should figh; agair.st the Nazis, who 
have attacked Jews, Catholics and 
Protes'wan'vS." 

After stating that Canada's best 
policy is to preser^-e her own dem- 
ocracy and underlining the dangers 
of the inflation that is bound to 
come. Ross Ciarksor. concluded the 
debate by expressing the opinion 
that war is morally wrong. 

Piiil Vineberg acted as judge and 
Lloyd Henderson, who heads the 
executive, outlined the policy of 
the society. He said that all stu- 
dents will have a chance to debate, 
that teams frxmi all years will be 
chosen to contest the trophy, and 
finally that a team will be chosen 
to represent the Arts Faculty 
against other faculties.

"Spending, Initiated as a mca.turc 
for the prolcctlon of liberalism and 
human rIghU, has almost always 
become ultimalcly one of the most 
powerful and rulhlcss forces of 
reaction, 

Ullimatcly, as the more recent 
experiences in Europe, indeed as 
all experiences reveal, this (pump 
priming) volume of public spend- 
ing produces economic disintegra- 
tion manifested by widespread pub- 
lic distress. Attempts lo minimize 
these consequences require the use 
of totalitarian measures and totali- 
tarian techniques — measures and 
techniques designed to control, to 
regulate the prices at which goods 
and services may be sold, the quan- 
tities at which they may be pro- 
duced, with what they may be ex- 
changed in the market places of 
the world, and finally, the diversion 
of investment and even expropria- 
tion of private savings. 

Decision Reqnired. 
"The decision for us to make is 
whether this totalitarian system is 
compatible with responsible repre- 
sentative, constitutional Govern- 
ment, History provides us with a 
categorical answer in the negative." 

Dr. Douglis kcynoted the second 
session, which centred on "The 
cost of government" as a tangent 
of the forum's general theme, 
"The challenge to civilization." 

In the United States during the 
last seven years, he said, there 
have been advanced "four princi- 
pal justifications for spending" 
typical of those also advanced in 
other countries. 

The first two, he said, involve 
use of public credit to prevent a 
collapse of institutions of private 
credit and to provide relief. They 
presuppose that public spending is 
bad. 

The .second group, "public spend- 
ing as an instrument of recovery 
and as a stibstitute for private in- 
vestment, rests on the premise that 
spending in and for itself is good." 

'Thus," he said, "Ihe rationale of 
spending has progressed from one 
end of the spectrum of public fiit- 
uiice lo the other, from something 
which was bad but nevertheless bel- 
ter than iU alternative to soinc- 
thlng which is Inherently ot un- 
qualified advantage and permanent 
benefit lo the,^niilj[<?iji"

We don't interfere 
in her Empire! 

Myself:— Because your Government seems to 
find it nccesss.-y to attack small countries, 
on nebulous grounds of a "lebensraum", 
thus endangering the peace of Europe. Some 
ethnological excuse might be brought for- 
ward for the absortion of Austria and of 
the Sudetenland, and the democracies ac- 
cepted it. but certainly not for thai of 
Czechoslovakia. You broke jrour word and 
reversed your proclaimed opinions. 

-Vcii:— The Czech state became a danger to the 
Reich by the animosity of its government 
against us. Moreover, the Slovacks begged 
for our interference on behalf of their In- 
depmdence. Furthermore, England has 
acted likewise over and over again; Bo- 
hemia is much more vital to us than the 
Boer Transval was to England. Besides 
one hardly could expected us forever lo 
condone with the status quo of the treaty 
of Versailles, which strangled our national 
life s'. every turn. The wealthy westcni 
powers seemed to think that ihcy could re- 
tire on the fruit* of that "dictate" 'for eycr. 

Myself;— You Nazis appear to hug that unfor- 
tunate tresty as if it were your birthright 
even though by non you hsvc done away 
with most of It. Why conUnua harping on 
itt 11 seems to have cast you in a stale 
of permanent political imbecility. One 
crime In history has never been made good 
by another one; bctid»:6 nuni of Versailles 
ifliiuities could have been eliminated 
peacefully. 

Nazi:— Then why was this revision never dona 
when Germany had a democratic govern- 
mcn'î Whan Germany's democrallc dele. 
gâtions went begging lo Geneva Ihoy got 
nothing but idle talk. Strtaamann shortly 
before he died had said to a French diplo- 
mal: "If you had only given lis one big 
Odct.-Mlo/i, I coul'l liavc savfd llili ncnci- 
atJon from Ihr iji>aal«r nf another wmld 
war."

The aims of the commission were 
defined as an endeavour to con- 
.-o'iirf.ilc the views of students on 
the courses offered at uiiiveisilles. 
To thus end. a series of discussions 
will be held on different education- 
al problems as seen from the point 
of view both of students and pro- 
feiiors. The commission will also 
cr.dc.ivour 10 make a survey of stu- 
dent opinion on the present teach- 
ing system. The completed survey 
will be submitted to the university 
authorities as a ' contribution to 
greater understanding between the 
university and the students. 

Further discussions will be held 
later on the popularity of courses, 
the value of general introductory 
courses, such as natural science, 
and entrance requirements. 

Two years ago there was a simi- 
lar commi5Sion at McGill, held in 
preparation for the National Con- 
ference of University Students at 
Winnipeg. Some of the actions 
proposed by the commission were: 
that Latin should be abolished as a 
compulsory subject; that special 
Freshman lectures should be es- 
tablished; that the advisory sys- 
tem should be improved; and that 
spring registration should be made 
P'>ïiib!e. 

The two latter proposals were 
subsequently carried out by the 
university, 

Other innovations proposed were 
courses in music and art apprecia- 
tion, » course on melh(K|js of ^llldy, 
and a courte on maniai rclalion- 
ahips. 'I'hc last-named pi'ovnke<d 
some controversy. However, It Is 
uncertain y/helher these rpiciiions 
will be pursued by Uio present 
commisiion.
